1. The drawings filed August 18, 2003 are acceptable.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art Hirsch in view of Hester fails 
to teach that the pressurization gas inlet comprises a gland 
adapted to prevent fluid leakage. Hirsch teaches meat packaging 
and Hester teaches a method of testing packages for seal 
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leakage. However, the method of testing taught by Hester is 
intended to be used on a package that will be disposed of after 
testing, while applicant's invention is a package that can be 
tested and still used. In particular, Hester teaches merely 
punching a hole to insert gas into the package in order to test 
whether the seals prevent gas leakage. Hester fails to provide 
any suggestion of a desire to form the pressurization gas inlet 
with a gland that prevents fluid leakage, since the fluid is 
only required to stay within the container during the testing 
phase followed by disposal of the container.
